Your Board of Directors submits herewith a report of the affairs 
of your Company for the year ended December 31, 1923. 


- Contracts were let during the year for the construction of 


1,025 120 ton all steel flat bottom gondola coal cars 
500 70 ton all steel hopper bottom coal cars 
15 ~ Mallet freight locomotives with superheaters. 


To assist in the financing of this equipment, there have been 
issued and sold, under the so-called “Philadelphia Plan’, $5,700,000, 
face value, of “The Virginian Railway Equipment Trust, Series D” 
certificates. They are payable in annual instalments of $380,000, be- 
ginning May 1, 1924, to and including May 1, 1938, and are entitled 
to dividends at the rate of 5% per annum. : 

All of the locomotives had been received by the end of September, 
1923, and 395 of the 120 ton coal cars by the end of the year. The 
balance of the. 120 ton coal cars and the 500 70 ton coal cars were 
received early in 1924. 


There were sold in December, 1923, subject to the approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission which was given January 18, 
1924, $5,000,000 of your Company’s First Mortgage Five Per Cent. 
Fifty Year Gold Bonds, Series A. The proceeds of these bonds, 
received January 28, 1924, were used in part to reimburse the treasury 
for expenditures already made upon additions to and improvements 
of your property, and the balance will be used to supplement available 
cash on hand and provide for disbursements in the early part of 1924 
under the several contracts for additional equipment, for electrification 
of a portion of the Company’s line of railway, for advances made to 
The Virginian Terminal Railway Company for construction of its 
new electrically equipped coal pier and to the Virginian & Western 
Railway Company and to finance other additions and improvements. 

The total issue of bonds outstanding, amounting to $42,344,000, 
has now been listed on the New York Stock Exchange. 

The First Mortgage of the Virginian & Western Railway Com- 
pany to the Central Union Trust Company of New York, as Trustee, 
dated May 1, 1922, to which your Company is a party as guarantor 
of the bonds to be issued thereunder, was executed and delivered in 
February, 1923, and your Company has guaranteed $1,500,000 face 
value, of such bonds which have been issued. 

The Virginian & Western Railway Company delivered the $1,- 
500,000, face value, of its bonds above mentioned to your Company 


on April 13, 1923, to apply on its indebtedness to your Company as 
of Marchst 1023; 

Hearings upon your Company’s protest against the tentative valua- 
tion of its property reported in the Annual Report for 1922 were had 
March 14 to 17, inclusive, May 23 to 28, inclusive, and October 8 to 
12, inclusive, 1923. There will be at least one further hearing, prob- 
ably before July 1, 1924, before your Company’s case in chief can be 
closed, and it may be that other hearings will be held which will 
extend into the fall of 1924. There was expended during the year 
$72,494.66 for work in connection with valuation, and there has been 
expended up to March 1, 1924, $255,390.67 on this work. 

During the year, dividends of 3%, or $3 per share, were paid 
on February 1st and August Ist on the $27,955,000 of your Company’s 
preferred stock, and 4%, or $4 per share, on December 31st on the 
$31,271,500 of your Company’s common stock. 

Capital Account was charged during the year with expenditures 
amounting to $3,445,960.73 as follows:

The electrically operated coal pier at Sewalls Point, Virginia, 
authorized in 1922, should be ready for operation about September 
I, 1924. In 1923, there was expended $2,198,646.23 by The Virginian 
Terminal Railway Company upon this work. 

An extension of the Virginian & Western Railway of 3.22 miles 
down Laurel Fork, from Milam, West Virginia, was put in operation 
November 1, 1923.

During the year, contracts have been authorized for stacks, struc- 
tural steel for power plant building and for the turbine generators, 
for condensers, boilers, superheaters, pulverized fuel apparatus, trans- 
formers and switching equipment for the power plant, transformer 
station equipment, transmission towers and steel for supporting trolley 
line, and also for the locomotives.
